Now,  therefore,  I,  William  Ralph  Talbot  Chet- 
wynd.  Minister  of  Railways  of  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  hereby  certify  that,  pursuant  to 
section  289  of  the  “  Railway  Act,”  1  have  amended 
the  Rules  and  Regulations,  Rule  121,  Part  III,  by 
adding  the  following: — 

“(/)  Classification  and  Speed-control.  —  In  view 
of  the  available  information  to  date  on  the 
subject,  and  considering  that  the  full  effects 
of  diesel-electric  operation  on  track  and 
structures  are  not  yet  as  firmly  established 
as  are  the  ramifications  of  steam-locomotive 
operation,  one  point  appears  certain  at  this 
time  regarding  diesel-electric  operations,  and 
that  is  the  only  feasible  governing  factor  in 
diesel-electric  operation  resolves  itself  to 
speed  and  speed-control  on  various  weights 
of  rail.

Third  figure  —  starting  tractive  effort  at 
25  per  cent  adhesion  in  thousands  of 
pounds. 

First  figure  X  third  figure — total  weight  of 
locomotive  in  thousands  of  pounds. 
Second  figure  X  third  figure  —  weight  on 
drivers  in  thousands  of  pounds. 
Example:  Four-wheel  truck  Alco — Class

“(2)  That  provided  track  and  road-bed 
are  up  to  standard  the  following  maximum

“(iii)  Nothing  in  these  rules  shall  be  mis¬ 
construed  to  prevent  the  Minister 
imposing  further  restrictions  where, 
in  his  opinion,  conditions  warrant, 
or  to  prevent  the  company  imposing 
reduced-speed  restrictions  on  local 
slow  orders,  but,  in  any  event,  the 
responsibility  for  the  observance  of 
all  speed  restrictions  shall  remain 
with  the  company.”

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  cither  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.

Whereas  it  is  deemed  necessary  and  advisable  to 
consolidate  and  make  revisions  to -the  provisions  of 
Milk  Board  Orders  Nos.  26  and  36: 

Therefore,  the  Milk  Board  hereby  orders  that: — 

Definitions 

1.  In  this,  and  in  all  Orders  of  the  Board,  unless 
the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  expression:— 

(1)  “Act”  means  the  “Public  Utilities  Act,” 
being  chapter  277  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1948.” 

(2)  (a)  “Area  ”  means  any  parcel  or  division  of 
land  prescribed  in  any  Order  of  the  Board,  whether 
bounded  municipally  or  otherwise,  and  shall  in¬ 
clude  a  city,  town,  village,  or  subdivision.  Unless 
otherwise  stated,  the  boundaries  of  an  area  shall  be 
the  boundaries  of  the  municipality  or  subdivision 
or  subdivisions  named. 

(6)  All  areas  shall,  in  addition  to  the  boundaries 
prescribed,  include,  as  to  the  production  and  (or) 
supply  of  milk  by  primary  producers,  such  territory

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(3)  “Basic  quota”  means  the  daily  average 
number  of  pounds  of  whole  milk  shipped  or  sup¬ 
plied  by  any  primary  producer  to  a  milk-dealer  or 
to  a  co-operative,  association,  or  agency  during  the 
basic  term. 

(4)  “Basic  term”  means  the  three  lowest  months 
of  milk-dealers’  receipts  of  milk  from  primary  pro¬ 
ducers  during  the  six  calendar  months  prior  to 
February  15th  of  each  year  as  determined  by  the 
Board. 

(5)  “  Board  ”  or  “  the  Board  ”  means  the  Milk

(6)  “Contract”  means  any  agreement  or  ar¬ 
rangement,  whether  written  or  verbal,  between  any 
licensed  primary  producer  and  any  licensed  milk- 
dealer,  co-operative,  association,  or  agency  whereby 
milk  is  delivered,  accepted,  acquired,  supplied, 
bought,  or  sold.

(8)  “Distribute”  means  the  act  of  processing, 
delivering,  keeping  for  sale,  or  selling  milk,  but 
does  not  include  the  processing,  delivering,  keeping 
for  sale,  or  selling  milk  by  a  primary  producer 
where  the  milk  is  supplied  to  a  licensed  milk- 
dealer,  or  by  a  person  operating  a  business  estab¬ 
lishment  designated  by  the  regulations  or  Orders  of 
the  Board  where  the  milk  has  been  supplied  to 
such  a  person  by  a  licensed  milk-dealer,  milk- 
jobber,  or  producer-distributer;  and  the  expression 
“  distribution  ”  shall  have  a  corresponding  meaning. 

(9)  “  Distributer  ”  means  any  person  engaged  in 
the  production,  supply,  distribution,  or  sale  of  milk 
in  fluid  form. 

( 10)  “  Milk-dealer  ”  means  any  person  purchas¬ 
ing  or  otherwise  acquiring  milk  from  primary  pro¬ 
ducers  for  his  whole-milk  requirements. 

(11)  “Milk-jobber”  means  any  person  who 
regularly  distributes  milk,  and  who  obtains  such 
milk,  bottled  ready  for  distribution,  from  any  milk- 
dealer  or  producer-distributer  licensed  by  the  Board 
to  carry  on  business  in  the  area  in  which  such  milk- 
jobber  distributes  milk. 

(12)  “  Order  ”  means  any  Order  of  the  Board. 

(13)  “  Period  ”  means  the  number  of  days  during 
which  shipments  or  deliveries  of  milk  are  included 
in  any  payment  or  settlement  to  primary  producers. 

(14)  “Period  quota”  means  the  number  of 
pounds  of  whole  milk  that  shall  be  paid  for  at  the 
primary-producer  price  to  a  basic-quota  holder 
after  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  (a)  or  ( b )  of 
subsection  (10)  of  section  10  have  applied. 

(15)  “Person”  includes  a  natural  person,  a 
partnership,  or  two  or  more  persons  having  a  joint 
or  common  interest,  and  a  corporation,  and  the 
words  in  the  singular  shall  include  the  plural,  and 
the  words  importing  the  masculine  gender  shall 
include  the  feminine. 

(16)  “Primary  producer”  means  any  person 
selling  or  otherwise  supplying  milk  to  a  milk- 
dealer  and,  where  appropriate,  includes  any  co¬ 
operative,  association,  or  agency  which  sells  or 
supplies  milk  to  any  milk-dealer  for  its  members 
or  for  other  primary  producers. 

(17)  “  Primary-producer  price  ”  means  the  price 
established  or  to  be  established  by  the  Board  for 
milk  supplied  or  delivered  by  a  primary  producer 
under  contract. 

(18)  “Producer-distributer”  means  any  person 
who  distributes  milk  produced  by  his  own  cows. 

(19)  “Whole-milk  requirements”  means  one 
hundred  and  three  per  cent  (103%)  of  the  total 
weight  in  pounds  of  milk  utilized  by  a  milk-dealer 
for  sales  of  fresh  fluid  milk,  milk  products,  and 
creams  made  to: — 

(a)  Retail  or  wholesale  customers  within  any 
area  prescribed  in  any  Order  of  the  Board 
and  for  which  area  said  milk-dealer  holds  a 
licence;  and 

(li)  Other  licensed  milk-dealers  and  (or)  pro¬ 
ducer-distributers  within  such  area;  and 

(<•)  Distributers,  consumers,  or  other  persons  in 
any  territory  within  the  Province  not  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  Board  when  such  milk  is 
supplied  packaged  ready  for  distribution  by 
said  milk-dealer. 


Licences  and  Licence  Fees 

2.  ( 1 )  No  person  shall  carry  on  a  business  as  a 
distributer  within  any  area  now  prescribed  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  prescribed  as  an  area  in  an  Order 
of  the  Board  until  he  has  secured  a  licence  appro¬ 
priate  to  the  nature  of  the  business  to  be  carried 
on  by  him  within  the  classifications  hereinafter  set 
forth. 

(2)  Applications  for  the  appropriate  licence 
shall  be  made  by  the  distributer  to  the  Board  on 
the  form  prescribed  by  it,  and  shall  be  accompanied 
by  the  fee  prescribed  in  section  5  ( 1)  of  this  Order, 
and  the  Board  shall  thereupon,  if  satisfied  that  all 
provisions  of  the  Act  and  Orders  and  Regulations 
of  the  Board  have  been  complied  with,  issue  to  such 
applicant  a  licence  to  carry  on  business  in  the 
appropriate  classification  hereinafter  set  forth. 

(3)  Licences  issued  to  distributers  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Order  shall  be  classified  as 
follows: — 

(«)  Class  I:  Licences  issued  under  this  classifi¬ 
cation  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to  those 
distributers  defined  as  milk-dealers: 

( b )  Class  II:  Licences  issued  under  this  classifi¬ 
cation  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to  those 
distributers  defined  as  milk-jobbers: 

(c)  Class  III:  Licences  issued  under  this  classifi¬ 
cation  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to  those 
distributers  defined  as  producer-distributers: 

(J)  Class  IV:  Licences  issued  under  this  classifi¬ 
cation  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to  those 
distributers  defined  as  primary  producers. 

(4)  (a)  Class  IV  licence  shall  confer  upon  the 
licensee  the  right  to  sell  or  supply  milk  only  to  the 
milk-dealer,  co-operative,  association,  or  agency 
named  on  the  licence  issued. 

( b )  Application  by  a  primary  producer  for  per¬ 
mission  to  transfer  his  shipments  of  milk  shall  be 
made  to  the  Board,  on  the  form  prescribed  by  it, 
at  least  seven  (7)  days  before  the  transfer  date 
applied  for. 

(5)  Every  licence  issued  pursuant  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  Order  is  subject  to  cancellation  or 
suspension  at  any  time  for  failure  of  the  licensee 
to  comply  with  regulations  or  Orders  of  the  Board, 
or  for  any  other  reason  deemed  sufficient  by  the 
Board. 

(6)  Every  licence  issued  pursuant  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  Order  shall  be  for  a  period  of  twelve 
(12)  months  or  portion  thereof,  ending  on  the 
31st  day  of  March,  and,  unless  sooner  cancelled  or 
suspended  by  the  Board,  shall  expire  at  midnight 
on  the  31st  day  of  March  of  the  period  in  respect 
of  which  it  is  issued. 

3.  ( I )  Every  applicant  for  a  licence  under  this 
Order  shall,  before  the  issuance  thereof,  satisfy  the 
Board  that  he  has  obtained  the  necessary  licence, 
permit,  certificate  or  registration,  or  authorization 
from  the  authority  having  jurisdiction  in  the  locality 
permitting  him  to  carry  on  business  as  a  distributer 
under  the  appropriate  classification. 

(2)  Every  applicant  for  a  Class  I  licence  shall 
also  satisfy  the  Board  that  he  is  the  holder  of  a 
current  creamery  or  dairy  licence  issued  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Creameries  and  Dairies 
Regulation  Act.” 

(3)  Every  applicant  for  a  Class  III  licence  who 
pasteurizes  his  milk  before  distribution  thereof 
shall  also  satisfy  the  Board  that  he  is  the  holder 
of  a  current  creamery  or  dairy  licence  issued  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Creameries  and 
Dairies  Regulation  Act." 

(4)  Every  applicant  for  a  Class  111  licence  who 
distributes  milk  without  previous  pasteurization 
thereof  shall  also  satisfy  the  Board  that  lie  has 
obtained  a  certificate  showing  that  his  dairy-farm 
is  classed  as  Grade  A  under  the  “  Milk  Act." 

4.  Every  licence  issued  pursuant  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  Order  shall  be  limited  to  the  area  in 
respect  of  which  it  is  issued. 

5.  l  ees  for  licences  issued  pursuant  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Order  shall  be: — 

(I)  Upon  issuance  of  any  class  of  licence,  the 
sum  of  one  (  I )  dollar. 
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(2)  In  addition  to  the  fee  prescribed  in  (I) 
above,  the  respective  classes  of  distributers  shall 
pay  licence  fees  on  the  following  basis: — 

(</)  Class  I. — (i)  At  the  rate  of  one  (1)  cent 
on  every  hundred  (100)  pounds  of  whole 
milk  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  from 
a  primary  producer: 

(ii)  At  the  rate  of  one-quarter  ('4)  of  a 
cent  on  every  pound  of  butter-fat  purchased 
or  otherwise  acquired  from  a  primary  pro¬ 
ducer  in  the  form  of  cream  for  use  in  the 
fluid  trade: 

(iii)  At  the  rate  of  two  (2)  cents  a  hun¬ 
dred  (100)  pounds  for  every  hundred  ( 100) 
pounds  of  any  milk  reconstituted  for  use  in 
the  fluid  trade.  The  volume  of  any  milk 
reconstituted  for  use  in  the  fluid  trade  shall 
be  duly  recorded  in  the  milk-dealer’s  monthly 
report  to  the  Board: 

(/>)  Class  II. — At  the  rate  of  five  (5)  dollars  per 
annum  for  each  vehicle  used  for  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  milk: 

(c)  Class  III. — At  the  rale  of  two  (2)  cents  for 
every  hundred  (100)  pounds  of  milk  sold 
to  the  public;  the  aforementioned  two  (2) 
cents  being  one  (1)  cent  for  every  hundred 
(100)  pounds  produced  and  one  (1)  cent 
for  every  hundred  (100)  pounds  sold  to  the 
public. 

For  the  purpose  of  computing  fees  to  be 
paid  on  all  whole  milk  and  (or)  cream  sold 
by  producer-distributers,  the  following  milk 
poundages  shall  be  deemed  to  be  equiva¬ 
lent: — 

Pounds 


1  quart  whole  milk _  2.58 

I  quart  9%  or  substandard  cream  7.50 

1  quart  18%  or  table  cream _  15.00 

1  quart  32%  or  whipping  cream  22.50 


(d)  Class  IV. — (i)  At  the  rate  of  one  (1)  cent 
on  every  hundred  (100)  pounds  of  whole 
milk  sold  or  assigned  to  a  milk-dealer: 

(ii)  At  the  rate  of  one-quarter  (!4)  of  a 
cent  on  every  pound  of  butter-fat  sold  or 
assigned  to  a  milk-dealer  in  the  form  of 
cream  for  use  in  the  fluid  trade. 

6.  Payment  of  fees  for  renewal  of  Class  IV 
licences  shall  be  made  to  the  Board  as  follows: — 

(1)  On  the  1st  day  of  April  in  each  year,  all 
milk-dealers  shall  supply  to  the  Board  a  list  of  the 
names  and  post-office  addresses  of  all  primary 
producers  who  supplied  them  with  milk  on  that 
date,  and  shall  remit  to  the  Board  the  sum  of  one 
(1)  dollar  on  behalf  of  each  such  primary  pro¬ 
ducer.  The  one  ( 1 )  dollar  so  remitted  for  each 
primary  producer  shall  be  deducted  from  the  next 
ensuing  payment  for  milk  received  from  said  pri¬ 
mary  producer. 

(2)  On  the  1st  day  of  April  in  each  year  all 
co-operatives,  associations,  or  agencies  shall  supply 
to  the  Board  a  list  of  the  names  and  post-office 
addresses  of  all  their  members  who  shipped  milk 
to  them  on  that  date,  and  shall  remit  to  the  Board 
the  sum  of  one  ( 1 )  dollar  on  behalf  of  each  such 
member.  The  one  (1)  dollar  so  remitted  for  each 
member  shall  be  deducted  from  the  next  ensuing 
settlement  for  milk  received  from  said  member. 

7.  Payment  of  licence  fees  prescribed  in  section 
5  (2)  of  this  Order  shall  be  made  to  the  Board  as 
follows: — 

(1)  Each  milk-dealer  shall,  before  making  pay¬ 
ment  to  primary  producers  for  milk  and  (or) 
cream  received  during  each  period,  deduct  from  the 
total  amount  payable  to  each  primary  producer 
one  (1)  cent  for  every  hundred  (100)  pounds  of 
whole  milk  and  (or)  one-quarter  (14)  of  a  cent 
for  every  pound  of  butter-fat  in  the  form  of  cream 
for  use  in  the  fluid  trade  received  from  said  primary 
producer,  and  shall,  not  later  than  the  twentieth 
day  of  each  month,  remit  to  the  Board  all  moneys 
so  deducted  in  respect  to  licence  fees  during  the 
preceding  month,  together  with  the  licence  fees  of 
said  milk-dealer  for  the  same  month. 


(2)  Each  producer-distributer  shall,  not  later 
than  the  twentieth  day  of  each  month,  remit  to  the 
Board  his  licence  fees  for  milk  sold  to  the  public 
during  the  preceding  month. 

(3)  The  penalty  for  failure  to  comply  with  sub¬ 
sections  ( 1)  and  (2)  of  this  section  shall  be  two  per 
cent  (2%)  of  the  licence  fees  due  and  payable  for 
each  day  such  payment  is  in  default. 

(4)  Each  milk-jobber  shall,  not  later  than  the 
1st  day  of  April  in  each  year,  remit  to  the  Board 
five  (5)  dollars  for  each  vehicle  used  by  him  for 
the  sale  or  delivery  of  milk  to  the  public. 

8.  Licences  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Order  shall  not  be  transferred  without  the 
written  approval  of  the  Board. 

Payment  for  Milk 

9.  ( 1 )  Payment  to  primary  producers  for  all 
milk  supplied  in  each  area  shall  conform  to  and 
with  the  prices  contained  in  the  schedules  estab¬ 
lished  for  that  area. 

(2)  (a)  Payment  shall  be  made  to  primary  pro¬ 
ducers  at  regular  periods  as  approved,  in  writing, 
by  the  Board. 

( b )  Post-dated  cheques,  promissory  notes,  or 
other  undertakings  or  documents  issued  and  not 
immediately  negotiable  at  face  value  shall  not  be 
regarded  as  payment  under  this  Order. 

(c)  Every  primary  producer  shall  be  furnished 
each  period  with  a  statement  showing  in  detail  the 
butter-fat  tests;  price,  poundage,  and  amount  paid 
for  milk  used  for  whole-milk  requirements;  price, 
poundage,  and  amount  paid  for  milk  in  excess  of 
whole-milk  requirements,  if  any;  total  milk  re¬ 
ceived,  total  payment,  Milk  Board  licence  fees 
deducted,  and  all  other  deductions  duly  itemized. 

Contracts 

10.  The  provisions  of  this  section  are  hereby  de¬ 
clared  to  constitute  part  of  any  contract  which  has 
been  entered  into  or  which  may  hereafter  be  en¬ 
tered  into  between  a  milk-dealer  and  a  primary 
producer,  or  between  a  co-operative,  association, 
or  agency  and  its  primary-producer  members. 

(1)  The  allotment  and  acceptance  of  a  basic 
quota  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  a  contract 
between  the  primary  producer  concerned  and  his 
milk-dealer  or  his  co-operative,  association,  or 
agency. 

(2)  On  or  before  February  15th,  1954,  every 
licensed  primary  producer  shall  be  allotted  a  basic 
quota  calculated  on  shipments  made  during  the 
basic  term  immediately  preceding. 

(3)  Every  licensed  milk-dealer  must  accept  from 
each  primary  producer  licensed  to  supply  or  deliver 
milk  to  him  his  period  quota,  and  no  primary  pro¬ 
ducer  shall  be  obligated  to  supply  said  milk-dealer 
with  milk  in  excess  of  said  period  quota. 

(4)  Where  a  primary  producer  did  not  supply 
or  deliver  whole  milk  to  a  milk-dealer  during  all 
of  the  basic  term,  the  basic  quota  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined  as  under: — 

(a)  In  the  event  a  new  primary  producer  com¬ 
mences  to  ship  whole  milk  at  any  time 
during  the  basic  term,  the  total  pounds  of 
whole  miik  supplied  or  delivered  shall  be 
divided  by  the  number  of  days  he  did  supply 
or  deliver  milk  during  the  same  basic  term: 

( b )  In  the  event  any  primary  producer  ceased 
to  supply  or  deliver  whole  milk  during  the 
basic  term,  and  resumed  shipments  later  in 
said  basic  term,  the  total  pounds  of  whole 
milk  delivered  or  supplied  shall  be  divided 
by  the  total  number  of  days  in  said  basic 
term. 

(5)  On  the  15th  day  of  February  in  each  year 
after  1954  basic  quotas  may  be  revised  upward  or 
downward  if  the  volume  of  whole-milk  require¬ 
ments  requires  a  general  adjustment  of  said  quotas, 
or  basic  quotas  may  be  allotted  to  new  primary 
producers. 

(6)  Basic  quotas  shall  be  adjusted  on  the  15th 
day  of  February  in  each  year  after  1954  in  the 
case  of  all  primary  producers  who  have  failed  to 
deliver  the  full  amount  of  their  basic  quota  during 
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the  preceding  basic  term.  Adjustments  shall  be 
made  by  reducing  said  quotas  to  the  average  daily 
shipments  made  by  such  primary  producer  during 
the  said  basic  term. 

(7)  No  adjustment  shall  be  made  to  any  basic  or 
period  quota  merely  because  all  or  any  part  of  the 
milk  delivered  by  a  primary  producer  during  any 
period  is  classified  as  unfit  for  the  fluid  trade,  pro¬ 
vided  always  that  his  Class  IV  licence  remains  in 
good  standing. 

(8)  If  any  primary  producer’s  licence  is  sus¬ 
pended  and  remains  suspended  for  a  period  of 
thirty  (30)  days,  his  basic  quota  shall  be  cancelled 
and  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board. 

(9)  If  any  primary  producer’s  licence  is  can¬ 
celled  either  by  the  Board  on  its  own  motion  or  by 
the  Board  at  the  request  of  any  duly  constituted 
Health  Authority  in  any  prescribed  area,  his  basic 
quota  shall  ipso  facto  be  cancelled  as  of  the  date 
of  the  cancellation  of  his  licence  and  shall  be  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Board. 

(10)  (a)  In  the  event  the  whole-milk  require¬ 
ments  of  a  milk-dealer  during  any  period  exceeds 
the  combined  total  of  all  basic  quotas  allotted,  such 
additional  milk  shall  be  added  pro  rata  to  said 
quotas. 

( ft )  In  the  event  the  whole-milk  requirements  of 
a  milk-dealer  during  any  pay  period  are  less  than 
the  combined  total  of  all  basic  quotas  allotted,  all 
said  quotas  shall  be  reduced  by  the  percentage  said 
quotas  exceed  requirements. 

(c)  In  the  event  the  basic  quota  allotted  to  a  co¬ 
operative,  association,  or  agency  is  adjusted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  either  (a)  or 
(ft)  of  this  section,  the  basic  quotas  of  its  members 
shall  also  be  similarly  adjusted. 

11.  No  licensed  primary  producer  shall  hold  a 
quota  with  more  than  one  milk-dealer  except  with 
the  written  approval  of  the  Board. 

12.  No  licensed  primary  producer  shall  supply 
a  milk-dealer  with  milk  other  than  that  produced 
by  his  own  herd  on  his  own  premises,  or,  in  the 
case  of  a  co-operative,  association,  or  agency,  with 
milk  other  than  that  handled  for  its  own  members. 

Quota  Committees 

13.  (1)  There  shall  be  a  committee,  known  as 
a  Quota  Committee,  established  for  each  milk- 
dealer’s  plant  and  for  each  co-operative,  associa¬ 
tion,  or  agency  in  all  areas  now  prescribed  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  prescribed  in  an  Order  of  the 
Board,  and  such  committees  shall  consist  of  three 
members  as  follows: — 

(а)  A  representative  appointed  by  the  milk- 
dealer,  co-operative,  association,  or  agency: 

(ft)  A  primary  producer  appointed  by  the 
primary  producers  shipping  to  that  milk- 
dealer,  co-operative,  association,  or  agency; 
or  failing  such  appointment,  a  primary  pro¬ 
ducer  named  by  the  Board: 

(c)  A  representative  of  the  Board. 

(2)  A  quorum  shall  be  the  Chairman  and  one 
other  member  of  the  committee. 

(3)  The  Board’s  representative  shall  be  the 
Chairman  and  convener  of  the  respective  commit¬ 
tees  and  shall  have  a  vote  on  all  questions  and  in 
the  case  of  a  tie  shall  have  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

(4)  Basic-quota  adjustments  as  provided  for  in 
subsections  (5)  and  (6)  of  section  10  of  this  Order 
shall  be  made  by  the  appropriate  committee. 

(5)  In  the  case  where  any  basic  quota  is  reduced 
on  the  15th  day  of  February  in  any  year,  the  quota 
thus  available  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  ap¬ 
propriate  committee  for  allotment  to  such  other 
basic-quota  holders,  or  to  new  primary  producers, 
in  such  proportion  as  the  said  committee  shall 
direct. 

(б)  No  basic  quota  may  be  transferred  by  a 
licensed  primary  producer  to  any  other  person 
without  the  permission  from  the  appropriate  com¬ 
mittee,  and  applications  for  the  transfer  of  basic 
quotas  shall  he  dealt  with  by  said  committees,  who 
may  grapt  or  refuse  such  applications. 

(7)  Any  person  affected  by  a  decision  of  a 
quota  committee  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to 
the  Board  within  twenty-eight  days  from  the  date 
of  such  decision. 


(8)  In  the  event  a  milk-dealer  has  knowledge 
that  his  whole-milk  requirements  may  be  greatly 
increased  or  decreased  by  the  obtaining  or  losing 
of  a  contract,  or  for  any  other  reason,  it  shall  be 
his  duty  to  so  advise  the  appropriate  committee  for 
such  action  as  it  deems  advisable  or  necessary. 

(9)  Quota  committees  shall  furnish  reports  at 
such  times  and  in  such  form  as  the  Board  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Records,  Reports,  and  Returns 

14.  Pursuant  to  section  47  of  the  Act: — 

(1)  Distributers  shall  keep  such  books,  records, 
and  accounts  as  will  afford  an  intelligent  under¬ 
standing  of  the  conduct  of  their  business  or  as  the 
Board  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

(2)  Such  books,  records,  and  accounts  shall  at 
all  times  be  available  for  inspection  by  the  Board 
or  an  officer  or  inspector  of  the  Board,  or  such 
other  person  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board  to 
make  an  inquiry  or  report. 

(3)  Distributers  shall  furnish  periodically,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  the  Board  may  require,  a 
detailed  report  of  finances  and  operations  in  such 
form  and  containing  such  matters  and  verified  in 
such  manner  as  the  Board  may  prescribe. 

(4)  Every  milk-dealer  and  producer-distributer 
shall,  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  each  month, 
furnish  the  Board  with  a  true  and  detailed  report 
of  purchases  and  sales  of  milk,  milk  products,  and 
creams  during  the  month  immediately  preceding; 
such  report  to  be  in  such  form  as  the  Board  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Prohibitions 

15.  No  person  who  may  have  legally  purchased 
or  acquired  any  milk  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Order  in  any  prescribed  area  shall  transport  or  dis¬ 
tribute  any  milk  to  or  in  any  other  prescribed  area 
unless  the  conditions  and  terms  under  which  said 
transportation  or  distribution  are  effected  have 
been  given  the  written  approval  of  the  Board. 

16.  No  milk  which  is  surplus  to  the  whole-milk 
requirements  in  any  prescribed  area  may  be  sold 
for  the  whole-milk  requirements  in  another  pre¬ 
scribed  area  unless  the  conditions  and  terms  under 
which  such  milk  is  sold  have  received  the  written 
approval  of  the  Board. 

17.  No  producer-distributer  shall  obtain  milk 
which  he  may  require  for  sales  in  excess  of  the  milk 
produced  by  his  own  cows,  excepting  from  another 
producer-distributer  or  a  milk-dealer  licensed  by 
the  Board  to  distribute  milk  in  the  same  area.  Milk 
so  obtained  shall  be  bottled  ready  for  distribution.
